While this 1s a large = it 
may. be approached hopefully. success 
of the General Electric in — electric 
motors for the Baltimore and Ohio railroad 
furnishes conclusive demonstration of the 
practicability of efforts in this line, At Chi- 
cago locomotives of 700-horse power will be 
needed. There is no doubt that they can be 
made, and that electricity can do everything 
done by steam, while removing entirely the 
nuisance of smoke and cinders that must at- 
tend the use of steam as a motor. 


THE TREASURE SAFE IN NEW YORK. 


Arrival of the Train with Its Precious 
Freight—The Transferring of the Gold. 
New Lom, Aug. 9.—It was just twenty 

minutes to 11 o’cloek this morning when the 

treasure train carrying $20,000,000 of Uncle 

Sam's gold coin from San Francisco to New 

York — 2 the Grand Central Depot.

— from the cars and —. the 
train when the engine had given its last puff 
and stood still drew a small crowd about. 

Second Assistant Postmaster-General J. 
Lowrey Beli was on hand to receive the treas- 
ure, and drawn up in the inclosure were four- 
teon mail wagons, the doors of which were 
opened to receive the gold for transportation 
to the Subtreasury Building on Wall street. 
The Postoffice Department was responsible 
for the millions until safely deposited in the 
vault. Thomas L. Jones, late Postmaster- 
General, was present when the train arrived 
and watched with considerable interest when 
the six cars were switched back to a siding 
and the work of unloading began. 

The $20,000,000 was packed in 500 boxes, 
$40,000 to each box, which weighed 160 pounds, 
There were thirty-five boxes put in most of 
the waguns.. Two guards rode on each wagor 
on the journey to the Subtreasury. The 
wagons were loaded five at a time. 

The train left San Francisco at 8 o’clock 
last Thursday evening, the juurney to this city 
being made in 110 hours and 40 minutes. The 
last stop was at Buffalo, and from that point 
to New York the distance, 440 miles, was made 
in nine hours. 

Assistant Treasurer E. H. Roberts, who has 
charge of the Subtreasury in this city, where 
the train-load of gold will be safely stored 
away, said this morning: Last night we had 
in the vaults $121,000,000, of which $43,000,000 
was gold. Although that is a large amount 
it is by no means the largest amount we 
have had here at one time, as within 
the last three years there was at one time over 
$205,000,000 in the vaults. I have no idea 
when the next shipment will be made from 
San Francisco.” 

The subtreasury in Wall street is strongly 
fortified against any attack that may be made 
upon it. There are four Gatling guns with- 
in its walls, in addition to a large number of 
rifles, ere and grenades. It is con- 
nected with two police station houses by di- 
rect wires, and there are also two special 
wires for the Fire Department. There is al- 
ways a large enough force of men on hand 
night and day to protect the treasure stowed 
in the vaults.

William E. Midgley, President of 
the company, says in his affidavit that Voight 
was an agent of the American Steam Boiler 
and Insurance company at Chicago in 
partnership with William H. Tacher, ana 
became indebted to the com pany for premiums 
received and not paid over. Midgley was an 
officer of the company, and he brought suit 
and obtained judgment against Voight for 
$6,396. The Amerivan Steam Boiler company 
went out of existence, and the business was 
transferred to the American Casualty Insur- 
ance and Security company. Having hatrea 
and malice toward Midgley and S. V. 
Schneck, one of the general managers of the 
company, the affidavit says Voight wrote to 
John E. Searles Jr. a false and defamatory 
letter, charging Midgley and Schneck with 
misrepresentations in the report of the com- 
pany’s affairs. The damage sustained by the 
libel is put at $25,000, 

Jam glad,“ said Voight, “that my diff. 
culties with the American Casualty company 
have been brought to this point, as it will give 
me a chance to show up the concern. The 
money they claim I owe them on premiums 
was the liabilities of the Chicago office of the 
American Steam Boiler Insurance company, 
which I was forced to shoulder by my con- 
tract. They refused to pay aclaim of the 
Chicago Sugar Refinery company for $48,000, 
and on my evidence the refining company ob- 
tained a judgment for the amount. 


IT HAS REACHED NEW YORK, 


Two Deaths Reported as the Result.of the 
Hot Wave.

GENERAL NEWS OF THE METROPOLIS. : 


Knights of Labor Have Not Gone to Work 
with New York Builders, 

New Yorx, Aug. 9.—[Spevial. ]|—Notwith- 
standing the collapse of the strikes ordered by 
the walking delegates Master Workman Hicks 
of District Assembly 253 has decided to con- 
tinue the strike against the Building Material 
Dealers’ Association in all the trades over 
which he has control. These unions are the 
atone masons, the material handlers, the brick 
handlers, and the public cartmen. None of 
the members of these unions returned to 
work today with the other building trades. 
As they practically hold the key to the con- 
struction of a building the work done by those 
who have gone back will necessarily be, for a 
time at least. slow. The bosses, however, ex- 
pect that before the end of the week there will 
be astampede of union men back to work. 
Until then the bosses will try to get enough 
material delivered by non-union men. As there 
is an agreement among the building trades 
which prevents them using material delivered 
by non-union men complications are likely to 
arise even now. It is estimated that less than 
4.000 men are out today. The assembly may 
order a general strike of allthe Knights of 
Labor in the city, Brooklyn, and Jersey City. 
This, it is said, would take out nearly 50,000 
men, and seriously injure all the builaing in- 
terests. 

Has the Pennsylvania Joined the Reading? 

The world says the Pennsylvania railroad 
has been forced into the Reading coal com- 
bine. No details or evidence are given to 
prove the assertion. This story is that Vander- 
bilts backed the Reading with all their miil- 
ions and wove such @ web about their rival 
as made it necessary for the Pennsylvania to 
join hands with the other anthracite roads.

So say the men who used to run pool-rooms 
in Chicago and would do it again if they got 
half a chance. Now they say the law is on 
their side and there is no one so bold as a pro- 
fessional law-breaker when his attorney tells 
him the law is with him. 

Some time ago L. B. Hilles, an attorney in 
La Salle street, caused the arrest of Walter C. 
Loyd, J. P. Holligan, and eighteen other 
attachés and inmates of the Mercantile Tele- 
graph company’s pool-room. The warrant 
charged the men with keeping a gambling 
house and bookmaking in violation of 
ordinance 2,412. The cases were dismissed. 
Hilles caused the arrests for the especial pur- 
pose of testing the aforesaid ordinance. 

Except as to the penalty the ordinance is a 
copy of the State law. The last clause in the 
latter is also Incorporated m the ordinance. 
This is as follows: . 

Provided, however, that the provisions of this 
act shall not apply to the actual enclosure of fair 
or race track associations that are incorporated 
under the laws of this State during the actual 
time of the meetings of said associations or with- 
in twenty-four hours before any such meetings. 

Says It Is Defective. 

Over a year ago a man named Brownell was 
arrested under this ordinance. His case 
reached the Criminal Court and was tried 
before Judge Tuley. It went to the 
Appellate Court, which tribunal in June, 
1891, handed down a decision, printed 
in the last volume of reports, wbich holds the 
ordinance to be void, it being, as stated, sub- 
stantially acopy of the. statute. The pool- 
selling element has been advised that the Ap- 
pellate Court’s decision also finds the State 
law a nullity in effect. Counsel’s position is 
based on this part of the court’s ruling: 

It is urged that the proviso be held void and the 
rest of tho ordinance valid. That position leads 
to this absurdity: Ifthe offense was committed 
within the privilege of the proviso it could -not be 
/punished under the ordinance, because the 
ordinance does not prohibit it. If without 
that privilege, then to enforce the ordinance 
is in effect to carry into execution the very par- 


Thus the result would be that the ordinance 
would be a sword against those who are discrimi- 
nated against and a shield for those favored by it. 

Attorney L. B. Hilles read this slowly and 
impressively to a reporter yesterday, ana when 
closing the book with a snap, remarked: 

That makes us all rignt. 

„How about the Kenny ordinance?” 

At embodies the principle of discrimination 
which is decided to invalidate the old ordi- 
nance and State law which it copies. Thething 
is clear. There is no State law under whicha 
man can be convicted for pool selling. The 
Kenny ordinance will not hold. Judge Ket- 
telle decided that pool-selling was not gam- 


making ready now to open pool- rooms. 

Mr. Hilles would not tell who his clients 
were, but there were several of them, he said, 
which meant several rooms. 

How the Authorities View It. 

Supt. Mctlaughry had not heard of the in- 
tentions of Mr. Hilles’ friends until a reporter 
repeated what the latter said. He was not 
surprised. 

I suppose the pool-sellers will open up if 
the Kenny ordinance is upset, said he. 
What we will do I cant’t tell more than 
this: We will exhaust the resources of 
the law before we let them alone. 
If the city is decided to have no legal right 
to interfere with pool-selling officials cannot 
court damage suits by enforcing defective 
laws. 

Some of Corporation Counsel Miller's as- 
sistants frankly said yesterday that the city 
was at the end of its resources, and that the 
Kenny ordinance represented the tail-piece. 
Their chief, however, did not admit it. 

So we are to have an era of pool-rooms if 
the Kenny ordinance is knocked out, or even 
if it isn’t, are wer? he said. Well let the 
pool-room men go ahead. I guess they will 
be sick of their experiment.“ 

In the light of Judge Kettelle’s decision 
can they be arrested for gambling?”’ 

„That decision was upon a special case. 
We did not propose that it should: fit general 
violations of the law. If a pool-room is opened 
I have no doubt that we can make a case, and 
if necessary go before another Judge.”’ 

Mr. Miller said he had studied the Appel- 
late Court decision upon which the claim was 
based that the city ordinance and State law 
were void. 5 

The interested parties, said he, “only 
use a portion of the decision, It is true that 
Judge Tuley pronounced the statute unconsti- 
tutional. But the Appellate Court ruled that 
only the city ordinance was before it in the case. 
It was decided void for the reason that 1t was 
restrictive. The fact that ordinance and State 
law were identical was immaterial. The 
statute was not before the court and it was 
unaffected by the decision. We have the 
Kenny ordinance left anyhow. It is of a dif- 
ferent character. 

With the law out of the way, the only thing 
that stands in the way of a wholesale opening 
of down-down pool-rooms is that it is almost 
impossible for pool-room barons to secure 
satisfactory service. The service for all the 
foreign races is now practically controlled by 
the Mercantile Telegraph company, which has 
a monopoly of the service through arrange- 
ments with the reporters on foreign tracks. 

Arrests at Garfield Park. 

Lieut. James Stanton was at Garfield Park 
race track yesterday afternoon. He found F. 
B. Webber doing quite a business selling pool 
tickets, and requested Mr. Webber to accom- 
pany him to the station. As they were leav- 
ing the grounds the Lieutenant saw John 
Murray hoist a blackboard, and he was at 
once invited to join in the tripto Inspector 
Lewis’ headquarters. The men were booked 
and locked up. - 

This was by orders Chief McClaughry gave 
Inspector Lewis yesterday afternoon to make 
no arrests at Garfield Park except in accord- 
ance with an agreement between the city, 
represented by Corporation Counsel Muller, 
and the Garfield Park management, by its 
attorney, Mr. Sullivan, which was that the city 
should arrest one or two bookmakers and pool- 
sellers for violation of the Kenny ordinance 
so that the validity of the enactment might 
be tested at once by a habeas corpus ac tion. 


The points to be tested are: 
ordinance valid?’ and May the track be 
run for gain without a permit!

MANY CHANGES NOTED IN FIERY MARS. 


Prof. Pickering of Harvard Gives Report 
of His Observations in Peru. 
[ePEotsL CABLE.! 

Annu. Peru, Aug. 9.—In my observa- 
tions of Mars I have seen two large areas near 
the equator which are permanently blue.“ 
Near the edges they appear light blue. The 
hght is slightly polarized. The total size of 
the area is about 600,000 square miles, one- 
half the size of the Mediterranean Sea. On 
June 23 a small dark spot ar- 
peared in the southern snow cap. Later this 
spot lengthened rapidly, and early in July it 
was 1,000 miles long, dividing the snow in half. 
Sixteen hundred thousand square miles of 
snow has melted within the last thirty days. 
The melted snow has apparently been trans- 
ferred to the seas. across land. Small, dark 
areas, surrounded by snow, appeared on July 
10, and two days later I first saw a dark line 
in the fork of a Y-shaped mark in the direc- 
tion of the seas.

This had grown fainter by July 23 and a 
new area appeared to the south of the Northern 
Sea, concealing its outline.

July 2 a large, dark 
area, apparently either a lake or sea, 
appeared near the melting snow and July 25 
the southern brauch of the Y became very 
narrow. The outlines of the Northern Sea 
were seen again, a narrow white line stretch- 
ing north from the snow. 

Many other changes: were noted. Rapidly 
changing, faint whitish areas were seen. 
Green areas near the poles have not been 
seen for many wecks, But traces were recently 
suspected, and a bright green area wus dis- 
tinctly seen near the north pole last night.

IS SAFELY REPUBLICAN, 
Hopeful Address to the Central Committee 

—Chicago’s New Inhabitants Constitute 
a Doubtful Element—Speeches by Col. 
Sexton, Senator Crawford, and Others— 
Democrats Unhappy Over the County 
Convention—Young Men at the Helm— : 

New Candidate for Coroner, 

Ex-Gov. Oglesby happened to be at Grand 
Pacific Hotel yesterday while tne State com- 
mittee was insession in consultation with a 
number of Federal, county, and city officers 
who had been invited to coOperate in the cam- 
paign work. As soon as it was learned in the 
committee that Uncle Dick” was around a 
number of members were sent out to bring 
him to the meeting. One there he was called 
upon for a speech. He made instead ofa 
speech an informal talk which was q uite com- 
forting to the committeemen. He said in 


substance: 

“For some time after the nominations I 
was concerned about the success of the ticket.

DREW CHECKS FOR BURNSIDE, 


How the Bank-Note Company Is Alleged 
to Have Covered Shortages. 

Considerable light was thrown yesterday 
on the alleged fraudulent transactions of the 
Chicago Bank-Note company. The hearing 
was proceeded with before Justice Hoglund. 
At the rate the investigation is progressing at 
least a week more will be consumed in hear 
ing the testimony. : 

Louis H. Milges, who was, until November, 
1891, a bookkeeper for the Chicago Bank- 
Note company, testified that he had drawn 
some fifteen checks for V. W. Burnside, vary- 
ing in amount from $50 to $2,100. Burnside 
would tell him, he said, that there was a cer- 
tain amount due at some bank, that he had to 
have the money, and then he would make out 
a check for the amount. Milges never had 
more than $20 in the bank at a time. They 
were made out to himseif and Burnside would 
take them and deposit with Bartels. Bartels 
would give him collateral or a certified cheek 
in return, which was used to cover shortages 
in the First National, Globe National, and 
other banks, 

Bartels told me.“ said the witness, ** that 
he would certify any checks the Bank Note 
company sent in, no matter whether there 
were any deposits to meet them or not.“ 

Eugene Clifford, the attorney who figured 
in the two adjustments between the two con- 
cerns, was the next witness. He said Paulsen 
accused Forbes of knowing that the drafts 
were not drawn against value. Forbes re- 
plied: I don’t see how you could have helped 
knowing that too.“ Clifford told Paulsen that 
as $50,000, or one-quarter of the stock 
of the bank, had gone, he had better get 
semething right away to show for it to the 
directors, even if it was not worth fifteen 
cents. Otherwise the directors might dis- 
charge him for not looking into affairs more 
closely. 

Checks were produced in court of W. A. 
Forbes on the Milwaukee Avenue Bank for 
$2,000 and $2,326.17; V. W. Burnside on Globe 
National Bank for $1,800 and $375; total. 
$6,501.17. The inference was that the alleged 
conspirators had drawn the money and divided 
it among themselves. The hearimg will be re- 
sumed today at 10 o’clock.

ment collected duties on woolen wearing ap- 
parel and dress goods to the amount of $19,- 
400,000. It says that if there had been no 
duties the American consumers would have 
got those goods that much cheaper and would 
have increased their consumption gf those 
foreign products enormously. Therefore the 
World is in favor of the repeal of the duties 
on woolena, which average over 50 per cent, so 
that the people may have free access to those 
cheap foreign products. 

Notwithstanding the high duties, over fo 
million dollars’ worth of woolen and wo 
goods were imported during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1891. Will the World state 
what the value of the imports would have 
been had there been no duties levied on them? 
And besides giving that information will it 
state what the effect would have been upon 
the competing American woolen industry? 

According to the census of 1890 the total 
amount of capital invested in the wool indus- 
try was 320 million dollars, nearly one-half 
representing land, buildings, and machinery, 
The total number of men and women em- 
ployed was 221,000 in woolen mills. The 
value of the woolen goods turned out was 
$338.000,000. The cost of the materials used 
was $208,000,000. 

When the foreign cheap labor goods 
are barely kept out by a 50 per cent duty, 
what does the World think the effect would 
be on the American woolen mille and their 
employés if the duties were abolished? It 
required to pay the same wages that they pay 
now, it would be impossible for the manu? 
facturers to compete with their foreign com- 
petitors, that is plain. So what would be- 
come of the immense capital invested in this 
business? How much would the buildings and 
the machinery sell for, when no one intended 
to manufacture woolen goods in them? They 
would bring just about what a brewery and 
its machinery would sell fogif put up at auc- 
tion in a prohibitwn State. 

And what does the World think would be- 
come of the 221,000 workers-—males and fe- 
males—now employed in making woolen and 
worsted goods, carpets and blankets? The 
World will say, after the fashion of the cul- 
lege professor, that they must go at some- 
thing else. What is the delightful theory of 
the free trade doctrinaire. But experiecce 
shows that after a person has become prc- 
ficient in one trade, spending years in the 
process, he cannot suddenly become an 
expert in something else. But what is the 
“something else the World thinks these 
factory hands will go at? Farming, coal- 
mining, stone cutting, bricklaying, paint- 
mg, tailoring, shoemaking, or what? The 
only farming they would do would be on the 
poor-house farm. Most of them would be- 
come tramps. Nearly all of them would sink 
down into the “submerged tenth” until they 
were forced by dire want to returgn to work in 
woolen mils at the European rates of wages. 
That would be the outcome. 

The World should tell aiso how the govern- 
ment would make good the‘ loss of this 
$19,400,000 of revenue from imported woolen 
and worsted goods. The revenue must 
bad. How does the World propose to raise 
it? By duties on tea, coffee, "and sugar? If 
not, in what other way? But it is of more im- 
portance that the 221.000 factory hands should 
know what is to become of them under the 
new free trade Democratic dispensation; and 
that the st@ckbolders in the 2,770 woolen fac- 
tories should know what is to become of the 
320 millions of capital they have invested in 
the business after the protective duties have 
been repealed and the importation of cheap 
foreign goods begins on a grand scale. Will 
the World please give the necessary informa- 
tion? This information the voter is bound 
to have before the election. 


AW INDEPENDENT DEMOCRATIC VIEW OF 
, THE SITUATION. 

Col. Jobn A. Cockerill, an old Missouri 
Democratic editor, recently the managing ed- 
iter of the Democratic New York World, and 
now running an independent paper in that 
city, which gives him a chance to see all sides 
from an unprejudiced point of view, has fur- 
nished the New York Herald, also Demo- 
cratic, with a sketch of the political situation 


in the country at large as it appears to him. | 


The honest opinions of such a Democratic ob- 
server, it goes without saying, are more valu- 
able than those of a blind partisan, as 
they are not likely to be colored by his preju- 
dices. 

Mr. Cockerill, being a Southerner, is nat- 
urally first attracted by the results of the re- 
cent Alabama election. He says that for two 
days it locked as though the Democrats 
had swept the State by 40,000 ma- 
jority, which would have been tanta- 
mount to an assurance that Southern 
Democratic solidarity is still preserved and 
that the Alliance party has had no effect in 
dividing the solid Bourbon ranks. Jones, the 
regular Democratic candidate for Governor, 
even telegraphed Mr. Cleveland to that effect, 
but as time has gone on Jones' plurality has 
dwindled down to 10,000, 15,000, or less, and 
it turns out that the Alliance men may 
have a controlling influence in the Legis- 
lature. Since Mr. Cockerill wrote his letter 
Jones’ plurality has dropped down below 
10,000, and if there had been a fairer vote and 
the polls had net been run by Jones’ inspect- 
ors it would have been still smalier and might

after a little reflection. The lustiness and

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WHAT TAKES ITS PLACE? | 
The senior Democratic sheet winds up a 
free trade article in this language: 
The removal of the McKinley tax will lessen 


the burdens resting upon productive industry. It 
may not inaugurate the millennium, but it will

The removal of what the Times calls the 
% McKinley tax simply means the repeal of 
the protective tariff law, for. the McKinley 
bill covers theentire tariff system of this coun- 
try. Hence, the removal“ of that act from 
the statutes will leave this country without 
any tariff duty on any foreign import, and 
will also leave the government deatitute of 175 
millions of needed revenue for its support, 
This condition of affairs will necessitate the 
enactment of a substitute tariff bill in order 
to procure the needed revenue to carry on the 
government. 

What kind of a tariff bill will that be? The 
answer is found in the Démocratic national 
platform, which very emphatically declares 
that it will be a tariff for revenue only.“ 
And in the same plank also it declares that a 
tariff for protection is unconstitutional and a 
robbery of the people, 

Here we have defined very clearly what the 
Democratic program is: First, to repeal the 
present tariff law—cut it down and abolish it 
root and branch—not leaving a twig of it to 
show that it ever existed; second, to substitute 
for it a tariff for revenue only.“ 

Under this economic dogma no duty can be 
levied on any import whose effect would 
be to protect an American industry, because 
the Democrats say that means to enhance 
the price of the competing domestic manu- 
facture above the foreign one to the loss of 
home consumers.

That ia what 
is meant by a tariff for revenue only.“ We 
quite agree with Mr. Carter Harrison's 
free trade Times that this revenue scheme 
Will not inaugurate the millennium ;” but we 
scout the assertion that it will lead the people 
towards the better position from which they 
may view still further fields ot Democratic 
usefulness.” We deny utterly that the adop- 
tion of the European wage scale in this 
country, which is the inevitable outcome of 
open ports to Europe, and the levying of 
175 millions of taxes on such commodities of 
universal use and necessity as tea, coffee, and 
sugar will lead our people towards a better 
position, or in the direction of anything bet- 
ter than pandemonium instead of the “ mil- 
lennium. After the Democrats have in- 
augurated their low wages and high taxes on 
tea, coffee, and sugar, they will not be anxious 
for a view of any further fields of Demo- 
cratic usefulness.” 


ILLINOIS CROPS. 

The Illinois crop report does not promise so 
large a cereal yield as that of last year, but 
the fact’ and prospects are far from being un- 
satisfactory. A 35,000,000 crop of winter and 
spring wheat, with nearly 200,000,000 bushels 
of corn and over 93,000,000 of oats, is not to 
be sneezed at. Counting home prices at 70 
cents, 45 cents, and 28 cents, respectively, we 
have a value of $140,000,000 for the out-turn of 
these three cereals alone, to say sothing of 
rye, barley, live stock, dairy products, and 
fruits, in most of which the State stands prom- 
inent as a producer. So there is no chance 
for the professional calamity howlers to raise 
their voices in Illinois this year, telling of farm- 
ers suffering from hail, hurricane, smut, rust, 
insects, or drought ruining their crops and fur- 
nishing an excuse for seeking to evade pay ment 
of their just debts. There is no room for men 
like Adiai Stevenson, for instance, proclaim- 
ing that these calamities are being suffered by 
the farmers of this State a a direct conse- 
quence of Republican rule, and alleging that 
the only remedy for such a lamentable state 
of affairs is to kick the force bill into the gut- 


ter and vote down everybody suspected of hav- 


ing favored that measure. Thedisturbers will 
have hard work to raise such an issue this 
year, and still harder work to get people to be- 
lieve the story in case they have the hardihood 
to try to palm it off as gospel. The farmers 
of Illinois are prosperous as a result of abun- 
dant crops last year, the surplus from which 
was sold at good prices. They will be pros- 
perous this year as a consequence of fair crops, 
which promise to net them fair returns for 
their toil and investment of capital. The 
calamity howlers are out of place this time. 
They have no tale to tell that would be cred- 
ited by intelligent men. They woulda best 
conceal their ignorance and malice by pre- 
serving a discreet silence.

So the col- 
lection is a certainty if pushed, and the only 
thing necessary thereto is to look after the 
eases when appealed to the Circuit Court 
after they have been passed on by the Police 
Justices. Then the tug offenders will soon 
come to time. They will burn hard coal or 
coke if no smoke burner can be found that is 
efficient witn soft coal. They will do this be- 
cause satiafied it is cheaper to burn the least 
emoke-making fuel than to be subject to al- 
most daily prosecution. They will conclude 
that the people are right and must be obeyed 
in giving the order that the smoke nuisance 
must go.“ 


APPELLATE COURT JURISDICTION. 

After having dragged its weary length along 
for more than nine and a half years the case 
of Fay & Conkey has reached a decision in 
the first court of record, It has been heard 
before Judge Tuley and judgment rendered, 
the United States Supreme Court having re- 
fused to entertain it. Now,” says the re- 
port, “there remain only two other courts in 
which to try it before the parties concerned 
will get their rights. The Appellate and Su- 
preme Courts of this State have yet to pass 
upon it, if the case goes through the usual 


| routine from and after this action upon it. 


That means a further delay of some years, in 
the course of which most if not all the orig- 
inally concerned persons will be dead and 
such of the property as is not dissipated in 
legal expenses turned over to their heirs. 

This suggests the question, Why should the 
case go into the Appellate Court, which has 


no final jurisdiction of it? The decision will 


not be binding on any of the parties. What- 
ever the three Judges may say or do in the 
case it must be passed upon again by the 
bigher and ultimate court, and that supreme 
arbiter is not obliged to pay any more atten- 
tion to the opinions of those three Judges than 
if they had simply talked the matter over in 
an informal way outside the court room. In 
this particular instance the Supreme Court 
may pay no more deference to the Appellate 
decision than to that of Judge Tuley—perhaps 
not as much. It may disregard the one en- 
tirely and pass only on the supposed merits of 
the case as they have been developed in the 
record of proceedings in the lower court. The 
intermediate court accomplishes nothing in 
any case which may be appealed from it. 
What is the use of having the court pass on 
such cases? It only seems to delay the course 
of justice and make additional fees for draw- 
ing up additional briefs and making more 
arguments by the lawyers. In every other 
case it is worse than useless, because it holds 
back the final judgment and thereby ob- 
structs the course of business, which often re- 
suits in greater damage to one or other of the 
litigants than does that arising from the pay- 
ment of extra and unnecessary fees. If the 
Legislature of the State of Illinois were not run 
by procrastinating lawyera, who regard it as a 
means for directly catering to their own in- 
terests, it would reform this Appellate 
Court nonsense.

Louisa isele met death last night, and her | 


employer's son ia acoused of the crime, The 
killing was deliberate, premeditated, and 
shocking in detail. 

For several years Joseph Jackman had op- 
posed the employment of the Isele woman at 
his father’s house, aud quarrels between the 
two were frequent, A week ago Jackman’s 
father, who has been an invalid, grew worse 
and sent for his daughter, Anna Jackman, 
Last night he became delirous, and the atten- 
tions that he paid to his daughter's care 
caused the nurse to becomesomewhat nettled, 
This led to a quarrel between ber and young 
Jackman. 19 N 

It was about 8 o’clock last evening when 
Mr. Jackman’s condition became so serious 
that it was deemed best to send fora 2 
cian. The old man, however, was rational at 
times and he objected to the attentions of the 
physician, as he did not believe that his old 
trouble, heart disease, »ould come upon him. 

How the Quarrel Started. 

He seemed to take pleasure in the attentigns 
that his daughter Anna bestowed upon him 
and would frequently call her to the ide. 
ou will stay right by my side, won't you!“ 
he asked as he drew the woman toward him. 

„Ves, father, I will if you wish it,“ replied 
his daughter. ' 

The old man repeated his request that she 
remain with him, and this seemed to anger 
the nurse. Quickly she spoke up. “If my 
services are not needed here any longer, she 
said, I guess it is time for me to go.” 

In the room at the time was Mr. Jackman's 
son, and quick asa flash he warned the Isele 
woman that such exhibitions of temper were 
out of place in the sick room. He left the 
room, but returned in a moment and resumed 
the quarrel with the nurse, telling her that he 
would not allow such disturbances t occur in 
his — household as she had seen fit to 
make, 

Angry retorts were bandied back and forth 
and Jackman finally went into the kitchen 
and passed out a rear door. This door opens 
into auarrow passageway that leads to the 
street. At the door are three steps, and it was 
near these that young Jackman took his 


stand. 

He had not waited long before the door was 
opened and the aurse passed out. As she 
reached the bottom of the steps Jackman 
eprang upon her, holding in his right hand an 
open penknife. He first plunged it into her 
forehead, two inches above the left temple; 
then into the back of her head, near the left 
ear. | 

The woman gave a single scream and fell to 
the ground unconscious, Jackman stood over 
her prostrate body for a.few seconds, and 
fearing he had not done hu work well he de- 
livered two more blows with the knife. The 
first inflicted a five-inch gash on the woman’s 
neck, reaching from the jaw to the breast- 
bone. The second made a short cut on the 
left side of het face. Jackman then deliber- 
ately walked down the passageway and turned 
south on Southport avenue. 

Died Without Regaining Consciousness. 

The Isele woman’s cry was heard by Anna 
Jackman and her uncle, Nicholas Milter, who 
were in the house at the time. y hurried 
outside, and, as they the wounded 
woman into the kitchen, they saw that she 
was unconscious. She was at once removed 
to the German Hospital, where she died with- 
out having recove consciousness. - 

The murdered woman Was 55 years of 
and unmarried.

Peter Mortie Found Fatally Wounded in 
Lake-Front Park~A Possible Clew. ° 

Peter Mortie, a French cook, was found fa- 
tally shot in the head early yesterday mörn- 
ing in Lake-Front Park by police officers who 
were searching for three robbers who had held 
up and taken $600 worth of valuables from 
Hugo Groshoff of Seattle, Wash., a short time 
before. Mortie died at St. Luke’s Hospital at 
8 o’clock last evening. There is much mys- 
tery connected with this case. A clew to his 
assailants is furnished by M. B. hicCaffery, 
No. 278 South Water street, who identified the 
body of Mortie last evenmg as that of a man 
whom he saw a negro and white man asaault- 


ing in Lake-Front Park shortly before the |. 


officers’ found Mortie. He says he would 
know these men if he should see them again. 
Some of Mortie’s friends say they think he 
committed suicide. 

The robbery of Hugo Grashoff was an un- 
usually bold crime. eisa hotel man. He 
came from Seattle ten days ago, and until 
Monday lived at the Palmer House. He then 
engaged a room at No. 226 Michigan avenue. 
In the evening he was with James Sullivan, 
who conducts the Little Auditorium saloon 
on Wabash avenue, near Congress street. At 
midright they went together to a 
restaurant at State and Polk streets, 
where they remained until 2 o’clock. He 
accompanied Sullivan to the latter’s room on 
Peck court and then started for his home, 
going north on Michigan avenue. He noticed 
three men walking behind him with rapia 
strides. They passed him, and as he crossed 
Hubbard court they turned and two of them 
leveled pistols at his head. 

“I knew my busmess, said Mr, Grashoff, 
and I threw up my hands like a little man. 
They took my. gold watch and chain and a dia- 
mond locket and about $250 which I carried in 
a large pocketbook, and my return ticket to 
Seattle and other papers contained in another 
pocketbook. Then they told meto go home 
and they ran over into the park and disap- 
peared. I went to the Harrison Street 
Station and repo my experience. Some 
policemen went back with me, and we 
then found the other man shot tu death. I 
felt so lucky that I never complained a bit 
after I saw that poor fellow, whom I believed 
had met and resisted the same men who 
robbed me. I am atified, too, that they 
overlouked $80 which I had in a vest pocket. 

Grashoff says that of the three men who 
handled him, two of them wore masks formed 
of red pocket handkerchiefs. He was able to 
give no other description of them, and the 
police are without a thing to work on until 
some of the ato L turns up.

M, B. MeCaffery, a sailor, wlio lives at No. 
278 South Water street, gave information to a 
reporter for Tug Tung last night which 
in. all probability will lead to unray the 
mystery surrounding the death of Peter Mor- 
tie. In company with a reporter for Tun 
Tripuwe Mr, McCaffery went to St. Luke’s 
Hospital last night and identified Mortie as a 
man whom he saw struck by a wmte man in 
company with a negro, between 4 and 5 
o'clock Tuesday morning on the Lake-Front, 
southeast of the Auditorium. 

McCaffery’s account of what he saw is as 
follows: 

Monday atternoon I saw the man who 
now lies dead at St. Luke's Hospital in Wil- 
son’s saloon at Clark and South Water streets. 
He took a glass of liquor at the bar. I 
noticed him particularly because he had a 
peculiar face, especially his Roman nose, 
which would mark him anywhere.” 

Tuesday morning I got up at 4 o'clock 
to go down to the Lake Front. It was so 
warm I couldn't * I strolled down 
toward the yacht aggie, which lay 
at the an Buren street dock. 
I had reached the middle of the bark when I 
saw a man lymg proneon the grass, Stand- 
ing over him were two men--a negro and a 
white man. I thought their actions were pe- 
culiar, anddI stood a minute to watch them. 
Suddenly I saw the white man pick up a staff 
hat lying near the man who was on the grass 
and strike the latter with it sharply on the 
head. The negro also kicked the man who 
was on the grass several times. On the 
men ye up and stood on his feet, I was sur- 

rised to recognize in him the same man I 
ad seen in Wilson's saloon in the afternoon. 
Iwas near enough to see him plainly and 
noticed specially his prominent Roman nose. 
After he got up he leoked around him in a 
dazed way. I donot think he Was drunk. 


The negro and the white man entered into a 


conversation with him. As nearly as I could 
make out they were trying to coax him to go 
away with them.

ital befo.e he had consulted with the police. 

hen the body of Mortie wass uncovered and 
we saw the face he started back and 
said : 
That's the man. I know him by that pe- 
culiar nose of his and his sallow face. He is 
the same man I saw hit by the negro and the 
white man on the Lake-Front, and the same 
man I saw in Wilson's saloon. I would know 
him anywhere, because I saw his face plainly 
on the Lake-Front by the light of the rising 
sun. I could stake anything on knowing that 
face anywhere. 

The manners of McCaffery Seemed to prove 
beyond adoubt tothe attendarts doc- 
tors at the hospital that he had identified the 
body as that of the man he saw abused by the 
negro and the white man on the Lake Front. 

hat is more, McCaffery says he can 
identify the negroand the white man it he 
were to see them. 

“I have seen the negro,“ said McCaffery, 
‘fon Randolph street near Canal several times. 
He is a well-built man, light complexioned for 
a negro, and dresses well. I would know him 
anywhere. WhenIsaw him on the Lake- 
Front he wore a blue linen shirt with ne tie 
and wore a brown-colored suit. The white 
roan wore a light colored coat, light trousers, 
and a blue vest. He looked like a levee 
tough or one who hangs out at theaters ofethe 
lower class. He was about 5 feet 4 inches in 
height. I would know him if I saw him, I 
am sure.“

THE SUN HIDDEN BY CLOUDS. 


25,000 Knights March in the Great Parade, 
Cheered by the Immense Crowds. 

Denver, Colo., Aug. 9.—Promptly at 10:45 
o’clock this morning the great parade which 
constitutes the escort of the grand eneamp- 
ment to ita asylum moved from Fourteenth 
and Market streets on its long march through 
the city. From early morning preparations 
had been going on for the big event, and the 
streets had been crowded with people seeking 
positions on the numerous stands along the 
line of march, It is calculated that not fewer 
than 25,000 people participated in the parade. 
The parade was divided into four divi 
and the arrangements were so perfect

The grand encampment officers were driven 
from their headquarters at the Brown Palace 
Hotel in carriages to the official reviewing 
stand on the corner of Logan street and Six- 
teenth avenue, accompanied by their escort, 
St. John’s Commandery No, 4 of Philadel. 
phia and the famous cowboy band of Pueblo, 
Colo. The review stand was reached at 10:30 
o’ clock. 

As the cowboys in their picturesque cos- 
tumes came in view the multitude awanting 
the arrival of the grand encampment officers 
at the review stand started enthusiastic 
cheering, whieh was continued until 
Grand Master Gobin took his seat. It 
was seme time before the head ot 
the parade reached the reviewing stand, 
but the cowboy band entertained the throng 
during the wait with excellent music. 

With waving plumes and flying banners, 
accompanied by bands of music which were’ 
placed every block, the great parade passed 
the official reviewing stand. It took over 
three hours for the Knights to file by, and 
although the march was a lomg one none of 
them suffered from the heat, as the sun was 
hidden during the entire parade by clouds, 
A better day for the purpose could not have 
been made to order.

NO FEELING AGAINST CHICAGO. 


O'Neill and Dixon Explain Democratic 
Opposition to That $5,000,000 Plan. 

Congressman John J, O Neill of St. Louis, 
the only Democratic Congressman from Mis- 
souri who voted to give Chicago an appro- 
priation of $5,000,000 for the Fair, was at the 
Grand Pacific yesterday. Mr. O'Neill said 
the Democrats in Congress did not vote 
against the larger sum because they were op- 
posed to Chicago, but because they were de- 
sirous of keeping the total appropriation down 
below the amount voted by the “billion dol- 
lar Congress, 

Chicago did well, however,” he said, and 
will no doubt make the most of the $2,500,000 
granted. The Sunday closing feature of the 
bill as passed may be amended at the next 
session in a manner that will be satisfactory 
to Chicago.“ 

“I do not know that much faith can be 
placed in the rumors telegraphed from Wash- 
ington with regard to the injury done by the 
lobbyists on behalf of the World's Fair bill,“ 
said Congressman Dixon of Montana at the 
Auditorium. Mr. Dixon is one of the men 
who worked for the granting of the full appro- 
priation of $5,000,000, Nor do I believe the 
opposition to the grant was due solely to preju- 
dice, The vote naturally gave rise to that sus- 
picion, seeing that every New-Yorker with the 
exception of two put himself on record against 
Chicago. But on the whole I am rather in- 
clined to attribute the antagonism to a desire 
for economy. I heard many of the Southern 
members wish well to the Fair, and I believe- 
in their sincerity, though their action reminded 
one somewhat of the position of the man who 
kicked his neighbor down-stairs and declared 
he meant nothing personal.

APPARATUS FOR PURIFYING WATER. 


A Unique Still and Condenser That Clears 
the Fluid of Dangerous Substances. 

There is on exhibition at the Tremont 
House an apparatus for purifying water, 
called the 400 still and condenser.” It ia 
owned by.the American Water Purifying com- 
pany of New York. It consists ofa tin boiler, 
with a tin pipe running from it to a set of 
hollow steeled discs, The water is boiled, dis- 
tilled. int> steam, run through the discs, 
where it is condensed, emptied out, and 
cooled. Thisis the entire process. Mr. S. 
J. Aiken, Western agent of the firm, said: 

Tour lake water is filled with vegetable 
and animal substances. The mineral waters 
about Chicago are filled with lime and various 
minerais. I will show you the foreign sub- 
stances in the waters drank in Chicago.”’ 

He then dropped nitrate of silver into a 
glass of mineral water. The water at once 
turned toa milky color. He turned nitrate 
of silver into a glass of lake water, and it was 
turned to alight blue color. He turned ni- 
trate of silver into a _ — of water which 
had been distilled from e water. Its color 
remained pure as crystal. He continued: 

“Your lake water, when boiled, smells 
swampy, leafy, smoky, and gives forth rem- 
iniscences of animal life. he lake water 
erdinarily is good fordrinking, but it is dirty. 
It requires distillation. There is no way of 
killug the microbes in drinking water 

by di into steam. Boil- 

not do the “work effectu- 

ally. After once having been distilled 
if the water is bottled. and kept in a coo 
place, it remains fresh and palatable. Undis- 
tilled lake water is hard to digest. It brings 
headaches and a sluggish and heavy feéling. 
All distilled water tastes flat until it is iced. 
The presence of impurities in lake water is 
shown by the dark brown discolorations given 
the cloth which covers the boilerin which the 
water is heated. No water is perfectly pure 
until distilied. I can put a handtul of dirt, a 
bottle of ink, and a cellarful of salt into 


this boiler and distill clear water from it.“

70 END ITS SMOKING. 


M’MILLAN FURNACES GOING INTO 
THE VENETIAN BUILDING. ~ 


One of the More Prominent Smoke Offenders 
to Be Reformed—Great Success Achieved 
by the System at the Raymond Lead 
Works—How Complete Combustion and 
High Temperature Are Secured—Five 
Smoke Consuming Devices Fail—Pro- 
files That Tell Their Own Stories, 

Work was begun yesterday morning by 
Charles McMillan io refitting the furnaces of 
the Venetian Building. 

This building has been criticised for some 
time past as being one of the most prominent 
smoke offenders. The owners of the building 
have had some trouble with the plant, and in 
fact have not been in a position to successful- 
ly abate smoke. The furnace settings which 
were originally put in were entirely unsatis- 
factory, and one of the two boilers in the 
plant has been seriously damaged. 

Owen F. Aldis decided some time ago to try 
the McMillan furnaces, and a contract was

entered into with Charles McMillan for the 
refitting of the two boilers. The McMillan 
furnace has come into prominence recently 
through the recommendations of the Smoke 
Prevention Society. This society favored the 
furnace for the reason that, like the Hawley 
furnace, it is the development of a principle 
rather than a device. Mr. McMillan fitted up 
the plant of the Raymond lead works about 
eight months ago, and the work at that plant 
has been so successful as to attract the atten- 
tion of engineers and smoke experts. Mc- 
Millan furnaces are now being put into the 
new plant in construction for Charles Kaest- 
ner & Son on the West Side. 

The mostsignal success of the McMillan 
furnace, however, has been achieved at the 
Raymond lead works. The power for the 
entire plant, at the southeast corner of Lake 
and Clinton streets, is furnished by two boil- 
ers. These have low, old-fashioned settings 
and are entirely too small for the large 
amount of work done. They now operate 
without producing any noticeable trace of 
smoke. Years ago the Raymond lead works 
was spoken of as people in the down-town

district now speak of the Edison chimney and 
the Masonic Temple. It was a synonym for 
extensive, continued, and obnoxious smoke 
production. ‘fhe class of work done, under 
ordinary circumstances, would create a con- 
siderable smoke nuisance with even the 
greatest care. Besides the two boilers 
there are forty of fifty small furnaces or 
melting kettles used hr the melting of lead. 
Most of these have been fitted up by Mr. Mc- 
Millan with a species of coking hearth, which 
1s successful in doing away with 80 to 90 per 
cent of the smoke. In the two boilers no 
coking device is used. The aim in these boil- 
ers and furnaces has been to secure complete 
combustion and a high temperature. The 
front of the furnace shows that the Raymond 
Lead company has made a number of at- 
ternpts in good faith to abate the smoke nui- 
sance. There are remnants of five different 
smoke consuming devices, either attached to 
the furnace or lying in its vicinity. The two 
boilers are ordinary tubular return flue boil- 
ers, about fourteen feet long. They are set 
down about two feet below the basement 
floor, as the head room is not sufficient to al- 
low them to stand at the floor level. 
How to Get Complete Combustion. 

Two elements are introduced in the furnace 
to establish conditions which will be favor- 
able to complete combustion. One of these 
is the lining of the lower surface of the boiler 
crown sheets with fire brick. A number of 
small holes are drilled through the crown 
sheets at intervals of about twelve inches. 
Into these are screwed shafts or angle irons, 
which hold the fire brick much as the hangers 
in a veneered brick wall hold the brick work 
to the interior frame. These are screwed 
firmly into the boiler and, it is claimed, do 
not weaken the crown sheet in the least. The 
fire brick used are of peculiar form and are 
of different shapes to fit snugly to the boiler, 
Their edges are so grooved that they protect 
the hangers which fasten them to the boiler 
shell. The entire lower half of the front por- 
tion of the boiler or all of the crown shect is 
covered closely with fire brick three inches 
in thickness. This covering extends back of 
the bridge wall and protects the boiler where 
it is reached by the heat as it rises over the 
bridge wall. 

The claim is made that this fire brick, be- 
sides protecting the bouler shell, absorbs and 
holds a high temperature, and that when new 
fuel is introduced the live heat from these 
fire bricks, which are heated to 2,500°, is suf. 
ficient to create complete combustion, and that 
the green fuel does not lie and smolder even 
for a few seconds on a fire which it tem- 
porarily checks, In ordinary cases the open- 
ing of the furnace door and throwing in of 
fuel causes a rush of cold air to the boiler 
shell, which is followed by a volume of 
smoke. With the brick covering there is no

such reaction and the heat is aufficient to 
keep down and consume any vapor or gases. 
In addition to this the McMillan people de- 
pend on a sufficient introduction of air to the 
front of the furnace. With ordinary flues 
this cannot be secured without sowe artificial 
means. The natural draft is not suff 
cieut, it is claimed, to furnish 150 cubic 
feet of air to one pound of fuel burned, which 
is the ratio desi in complete combustion. 
At the Raymond lead-works the introduction 
of air is secured by steam jets. An apparatus 
is being ewe which will introduce air by 
means of a fan, which is to replace the steam 
jet. The air is in either case to be introduced 
at the level of the furnace door. The claim is 
made that with an ordinary tubular boiler, 
without brick lining, it will be difficult to 
evaporate six pounds of water with one pound 
of Illinois coal, while with the boiler lined 
nearly eight and one-half pounds of water 
can be evaporated, Theofficers of the Ray- 
mond Lead company seem to be more than 
satisfied with the McMillan furnace, and 
claim that, besides absolutely abating the 
smoke nui it has caused a saving in the 
fuel account. 

Edward Mason of the Excelsior iron works, 
which originally brought out the Ritter fur- 
nace, expresses himself as satisfied that the 
idea on which the McMullan furnaces are 
founded is correct. His company is now hav- 
ing a Ritter furnace of its own make removed 
to be replaced with a McMillan furnace.

Some 
of it is claimed to be as good as the imported ar- 
ticle. The packers use the latter. There are 
said to be several places in this country where 
tinplate is being made. The manufacturers re- 
ceive no bounty, but are protected by a duty of 
two and one-fifth cente a pound. A little block 
tin has been produced in this country—in South- 
ern California. There is no duty on tiu at pres 
ent, but there will be one of four cents a pound 
after July I next. There is more talk and lying 
in the newspapers pro and con about the produc- 
tion of tin and manufacture of tinplate than all 
yet made is worth.)

UNCLE SAM’S PANGO-PANGO SITE 
COMMANDS THE BAY. 


Naval Officers Say That a Proper Station 
Erected by the United States Authori- 
tles Would Render It Unavatiable for 
Any Other Power—England Not Likely 

to Make the Attempt to Enforce Treaty 
Rights—Reductions in the Geological 

Survey Force—Washington News. 

Wasuinctron, D. C., Aug. 9.—[Special. |—

WEATHER BULLETIN TELLS” OF 
THE HEAT AND RAINS. 


Temperature and Precipitation of the 
Week in the Various Districts of the 
‘Country—Unusually Warm Weather in 
the Western Country—Neormal Condi- 
tions as to Both Features in the Lake 
Region and Central States— Illinois 


Crops Are in Good Shape. 


Wasutneton, D. C., Aug. 9.— The following 
is the weather crop bulletin issued by the 


Weather Bureau: 

Temperature The week was slightly cooler 
than usual in the Gulf States and on the Pacific 
coast, the deficiency in the temperature exceed- 
ing 2° only in Central and Southern Texas. About 
the normal temperature conditions prevailed 
over the lower 'akes, Ohio Valley, and Middle 
Atlantic States. From the Central and Upper Mis- 
sissippi Valley westward to the Kocky Mountains 
the week was unusvally warm, especially 
over Kansas, Eastern Nebraska, and Western 
Missouri, where the average daily excess in 
temperature amounted to from six to nine de- 
grees, The weather of the last week has not ma- 
terially a fferted the seasonal temperature to the 
eastward of the Mississippi. where it is now near- 
ly normal, but from the Central Mississippi Val- 
ley westward to the Rocky Mountains the sea- 


somal deficiency has been reduced by the® 


abnormally high temperature of the last week. 
Precipitation—Over nearly the whole of the 
United States the last week has been given but 
little rain, and over a very extensive area. includ- 
ing portions of the Dakotas, Nebraska, Karisas, 
lowa, Missouri, Arkansas, Western Tennessee, 
Indian Territory, and Northern Texas 
there was no rain at all, nor has any 
appreciable amount fallen on the han — 
Coast, but in the last named re 
only the normal conditions. have preva od. 
The seasonal rainfall from March last to date 
continues in exeess over the central valores, lake lake 
region, and portions of the Gulf and M 
lantic States; it is deficient on the South * 22 
coast and in Texas.
